have feeble intellectual tools. relates 

issue that not yet cause seems 
way becoming so—that concerning the rela- 
tions between science and the humanities. 
tools for this task are feeble, claim some extenua- 
tion merely from the fact that psychologist. 
Little that field has done during its brief his- 
tory independent science could equip for 
work the present question. Moreover, the cli- 
mate field has not been such develop 
any sensibility humanistic domains. Indeed, 
there ever was such sensitivity, its suppression, star- 
vation, and eventual atrophy seems have been 
necessary condition for Guild membership. 

The reason speak this theme that sooner 
later someone from field must. The situa- 
tion becoming embarrassing. 
phers have addressed the theme. Physicist-literary 
critics have not been silent. Physicist-novelists 
have joined the issue. Physicist-administrators have 
not gone unheard. Sociologists have spoken. From 
the other side the fence, historians, literary crit- 
ics, and philosophers have been vocal. And more 
and more stridently there have course been the 
educators, politicians, and last, but not least, mili- 
tary men. Psychologists have been strangely silent. 
That itself fact worth pondering. 

Against silence charged, anything one says 
must sound explosive. One might thus just well 
speak with utter abandon from the start. will 
state main thesis boldly right now. 

any consideration the science-humanities 
antinomy, the position psychology must given 
special, not central, attention. any assess- 
ment the actual relations—similarities, differ- 
ences, interpenetrations—of the work science 
and the humanities, psychological questions and

modes analysis must almost matter defi- 
nition paramount. any creative redefinition 
the relations between science and the humani- 
ties, any readjustment the images, lay 
technical, these two great areas the humap 
cognitive adventure, which might more justly and 
precisely convey the essential unity knowledge, 
psychological questions are again paramount. 
psychology live the purview its very 
definition, then must that science whose prob- 


lems lie closest those the humanities; 


must that area which the problems the 
sciences, traditionally conceived, and the hu- 
manities intersect. Relative the present divisive 
situation the world knowledge, psychology, 
then, might seen third force. could 
seen third force whose ranks, when they arrive 
man’s land sufficient numbers, would fill 
the gap separating the contenders reveal all 
three forces for what they really are: detachments 


from the same army which had forgotten that there 


was common enemy. 

Note the shift from the descriptive the nor- 
mative the last paragraph. have already 
hinted, far from having been such “third force,” 
psychology (and the social sciences—my remarks 
will concentrate psychology, but hold well for 
the social sciences) the twentieth century has 
perhaps done more solidify, sharpen, perpetuate, 
thus obfuscate, the division between science and 
the humanities than any other “force” the cul- 
ture. has sold man image life being 
nastier and more brutish, longer, than any that 
Hobbes could have entertained—an image which 
could leave the humanist only the role idle 
voyeur peering tenderly into sewer. 

Among the brute facts must faced are 
these: Ever since its stipulation into existence 
independent science, psychology has been far 
more concerned with being science than with 
courageous and self-determining confrontation 
its historically constituted subject matter. Its his- 
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tory has been largely matter emulating the 
methods, symbols the established sciences, 
especially physics. doing, there has been 
inevitable tendency retreat from broad and in- 
tensely significant ranges its subject matter, and 
form rationales for doing which could only in- 
vite further retreat. There has thus been, least 
until very recently, ever widening estrangement 


between the scientific makers human science 


the humanistic explorers the content man. In- 
deed, its search for scientific respectability, psy- 
chology has erected shared epistemology, 
and conceptual language which render virtually 
impossible the exploration the content man 
differentiated way. deeply engrained are these 
latter the sensibilities inquirers that even those 
who seek study subtle complex human phe- 
nomena are badly handicapped. 

When phenomena the sort that might concern 
the humanist ere approached, drab and sodden 
“middlebrowism” prevails. Humanists who stumble 
upon the results such efforts are likely feel 
revulsion. Perhaps fortunately they are unlikely 
stumble, that scientific academic psychol- 
ogy (exclusive the psychiatric disciplines) has 
had only slight effect upon the culture 
large. This fact minimal direct representation 
the culture itself significant. the other 
hand, the indirect effects the culture are think 
profound. 

With only few exceptions, major twentieth cen- 
tury psychologists have had limited background 
the humanities and, what worse, limited sensi- 
bilities esthetic levels and even savorers 
experience. The psychology esthetics has prac- 
tically not existed the twentieth century. Psy- 
chology seems not even have had its due share 
individuals who have made significant independ- 
ent contributions humanistic areas. can think 
only one living psychologist who has, but sev- 
eral living physicists. 

Having observed that psychology must third 
force and then that throughout its history has 
done little other than create the need for one, 
now only fair that consider number matters 
which might reduce the stress between these ob- 
servations: begin itemizing—to save time, 


and dogmatically—some signs that 


something that could become third force may 
shaping psychology. Then, more positively, 
address specific, though general, problem 


sort which psychology must engage prepar- 
ing approach questions joint import the 
humanities and itself, and finally, consider cer- 
tain aspects psychology’s role any effective re- 
definition the relations between science and the 
humanities, and certain consequences thereof for 
problems education general and psychology. 


the factors predisposing psychology con- 
front problems humanistic import, the first 
indigenous; the second, though compelling, in- 


direct. 


Psychology, after long interval imaging 
its ends and means the model physics, in- 
terpreted and mediated logical positivism, op- 
erationism, neopragmatism, and related movements, 
seems ready, perhaps for the first time its his- 
tory, rise its problems free and generis 
ways. Simplistic theories correct scientific con- 
duct longer occasion monolithic conformity. Be- 
haviorist epistemology under stress; neobehavior- 
ism the defensive; while en- 
folds itself womb its own manufacture. 
There strongly increased interest perception 
and central process, even the part S-R theo- 
rists: fact tendency for the central area psy- 
chological interest shift from learning per- 
ception. There marked, yet unfocused, 
disposition the part even fundamental psy- 
chologists readdress human phenomena and 
readmit questions having experiential reference. 
Along with such changes, there marked de- 
valuation hypothetico-deductive formalization 
end itself, and shift emphasis from the 
empirical adequacy, and even illumination value. 
These and many cognate changes are conspicuous 
the general literature and emerge with special 
force from the pages Psychology: Study 
Science. have summarized the complex changes 
which here allude the “Epilogue” Study 
(Koch, 1959) that enterprise, and happily offer 
that reference exchange for the extensive develop- 
ment the present assertions that might here 
desirable. 

Such changes could liberate psychology for the 
engagement problems direct humanistic con- 
cern. Though not tantamount actual progress 
such problems, the change atmosphere 
marked betoken deep dissatisfaction with re- 
cent and traditional constrictions upon the range 
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research, even the part those fundamental 
psychologists whose purity the driven snow. 
The unrest has fact led broadening the 
range problems investigated within more less 
conventional terms and diversification the sys- 
tematic and conceptual options that have been as- 
serted. 

Coincident and interrelated with these signs 
are others. important set provided the 
changing image the nature science projected 
the philosophy science and certain ele- 
ments the scientific community large. These 
trends, uneven and disorderly, but pointing and 
condoning thoroughgoing pluralism ends and 
means science, are sure influence the future 
direction psychology. The picture have 
mind here enormously complex movement 
within recent scholarly culture—indeed one which 
has done much prepare the grounds for the pres- 
ent general interest exploring, and perhaps re- 
centering, the relations between science and the hu- 
manities. refer such diverse matters the 
weakening grip logical positivism and related 
analytic philosophies; the relegitimation meta- 
physics; the recognition substantial areas 
mootness many problems scientific method 
(e.g., the nature definition, “interpretation,” 
mathematics itself) which had been considered 
solved. Moreover, men like Bronowski, Polanyi, 
and others have least begun show that sci- 
ence, especially theoretical levels, involves crea- 
tive processes which formalism can reduce 
rule, processes fact not dissimilar those medi- 
ating the activity poets, artists, historians, and 
other residents the other side the barricades. 
Such developments have been remarkably slow 
register psychology. For instance, the philoso- 
phy science still talked psychological litera- 
ture approximately years out date. But 
such developments are beginning influence psy- 
chology. 


have said that psychology (and social science) 
has constructed language which renders virtually 
impossible differentiated exploration the con- 
tent man. Such constraint upon the very pos- 
sibility sensitive analysis experience pre- 
cisely what has kept psychology away from ques- 
tions that could concern the humanist. 
The humanist, fear, has particular reason for 
regretting this loss. Psychology, however, must, 


that the awesome range its subject matter 
the functioning organisms, there sound ba- 
sis for defect precisely that point which 
such functioning becomes most interesting and, 
the judgment civilization, valued. illustra- 
tion the type constraint that must loosened 
psychology effect contact with phenomena 
import the humanities (and thus itself), 
should like consider some issues pertaining 
the analysis motivation. 

This illustration will demonstrate, think, that 
major psychological problems cannot embraced 
except terms levels experiential sensitivity 
commonly cultivated, the past, only the hu- 
manities. shows, further, that when such em- 
bracement does occur, psychology can. begin say 
things which are relevant the humanities and in- 
deed can reveal itself the humanist ally. 
Again, think that this illustration will make clear 
that need new kind psychologist who fuses 
scientific temperament with humanistic sensi- 
bility, and perhaps subspecies humanist with 
similar admixture traits. 

few years ago, suggested some ideas concern- 
ing what consider essential rephrasing cer- 
tain motivational phenomena. There reason 
why have been especially difficult. 
Yet they have proven slippery psychologists, 
and even myself times, that there seems 
alternative but refer this the immense power 
those schematisms which some rock-bottom 
level regulate psychological thought. 

point departure was ‘something like the 
following. the common sense epistemology 
the West, there has long been tendency phrase 
all behavior and sequences thereof goal directed 
terms: refer behavior all instances ends, 
end-states, which are believed restore some lack, 
deficiency, deprivation the organism. have 
called this deeply embedded presumption kind 
rough-and-ready forever 
and always places action into “in order to” con- 
text. this common sense theory, behavior uni- 
formly assumed predictable and intelligible when 
the form does order com- 
pleted. many instances practical life 
possible fill this form predictively useful 
way. Often, however, readily identifiable referent 
for the end-term not available. such cases 
assume that the form must hold, and hy- 
pothesize invent end-term which may may 
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not turn out predictively trivial and empty. 
For instance, does order happy, pun- 
ish himself, peaceful, potent, respected, titillated, 
excited, playful, wise. 

Precisely this common sense framework—syntax 
you will—has been carried over into the technical 
theories motivation the modern period, 
which there have been bewilderingly many. the 
technical theories, the central assumption that ac- 
tion always initiated, directed, sustained 
inferred internal state called variously motive, 
drive, need, tension system, whatnot, 
nated attainment situation which removes, 
diminishes, “satisfies,” any other fashion 
alleviates that state. The model essentially one 
disequilibrium-equilibrium restoral and each 
the many “theories motivation” proposés 
different imagery for thinking and talking about 
the model and the criterial circumstances end- 
state under which such disequilibria are reduced 
removed. Matters are rendered pat and tidy the 
various theories the assumption that all action 
can apportioned (a) limited number bio- 
logically given, end determining systems (considered 
denumerable, but rarely specified past the point 
few “e.g.’s” like hunger and sex), and (5) learned 
modifications and derivatives these systems vari- 
ously called second-order acquired motives, 
drives, etc. 

proposal, think, quite simple one. 
essence, points the limitations referring 
action extrinsic, end determining systems, just 
specified; challenges the fidelity fact and the 
fruitfulness doing. the most primitive 
level says: you look about you, even the 
most superficial way, you will see that all behavior 
not goal directed, does not fall into “in order 
to” context. this connection, have presented 
(Koch, 1956) fairly detailed descriptive phe- 
nomenology characteristic sequence “crea- 
tive” behavior, which shows that this state 
high productive motivation seen the person 
related extrinsic end (e.g., approval, ma- 
terial reward, etc.), the state becomes disrupted 
extent corresponding the activity seeing. 
If, the other hand, some blanket motive the 
sort that certain theories reserve for such circum- 
stances, like anxiety, hypothesized, one can only 
say that the presence anxiety any reportable 
sense seems only this creative state, and 
precise proportion the degree anxiety. 


such states seem rare and tenuous, suppose 
think single daily round and ask ourselves 
whether everything that falls into some clear- 
cut “in order to” context. Will not discover 
rather surprising fraction the day spent 
such ways “doodling,” tapping out rhythms, be- 
ing the owners perseverating melodies, nonsense 
rhymes, “irrelevant” memory episodes; noting the 
attractiveness woman, the fetching quality 
small child, the charm shadow pattern the 
wall, the loveliness familiar object par- 
ticular distribution light; looking the picture 
over our desk, out the window; feeling dis- 
turbed someone’s tie, repelled face, en- 
tranced voice; telling jokes, idly conversing, 
reading novel, playing the piano, adjusting the 
wrong position picture vase, gardening. 
goal directedness presumably the 
which virtually all modern motivational theory 

The answer the motivational theorist im- 
mediate. has course himself noticed certain 
facts the same order. Indeed, much motiva- 
tional theory given the elaboration detailed 
hypothetical rationales for such facts, and these the 
theorists will have neatly prepackaged for immedi- 
ate delivery. will not detain the discussion 
unwrapping these packages, but merely guess 
few the contents. There will some contain- 
ing the principle “irrelevant others, “dis- 
placement” and other substitutional relations. 
extraordinarily large package will contain freely 
postulated motives with corresponding postulated 
end-states, as, “exploratory drive” and its 
satiation, “curiosity and its satisfaction, 
perceptual drives, esthetic drives, play drives, not 
mention that vast new complement needs for 
achievement, self-realization, growth, and even 
“pleasurable tension.” Another will contain 
the principle secondary reinforcement some 
variant thereof like subgoal learning, secondary 
cathexis, etc. Another will provide convenient 
set learning principles which can unwrapped 
whenever one wishes make plausible the possi- 
bility that some acquired drive anxiety, so- 
cial approval) which one arbitrarily assigns 
bit seemingly unmotivated behavior, could have 
been learned. Another contains the principle 
functional autonomy. are indeed suffi- 


cient number packages make possible the

The answer all this certainly obvious. The 
very multiplication these packages more and 
more facts the “in and for itself” variety are 
acknowledged, makes the original analysis, which 
was prized for its economy and generality, increas- 
ingly cumbersome. But more importantly, be- 
gins get clear that the search for generality con- 
sisted slicing behavior very arbitrary scheme 
—the result was mock generality which started

the end, even the apparent economy lost and 
largely sense. Worst all, much the re- 


search which continues get done terms the. 


standard model, the problems that are raised, the 
phenomenal analysis that takes place, become sense- 
less. take but one conspicuous example, 
should never have taken the amount research 
that has establish (and not the satis- 
faction all) that the drive reduction hypothesis 
inadequate. 

The positive part proposal would com- 
mence with analysis what seems involved 
behavior which phenomenally “in and for 
itself” variety opposed clear-cut instances 
the “in order to” sort thing. Take “play” 
start with. would résent being told that any 
time had generalized need for play per se. 
not like think myself that diffuse. 
never liked cards. Nor even chess. And indeed 
present girth fairly solid testimony the 
fact that never had insistent urge for the idle 
agitation musculature. play “needs,” 
activity “needs,” etc. have been such that de- 
scribed with any precision all, soon find our- 


outside the idiom “needs.” have been 


drawn towards certain specific activities which— 
because they fall into obvious context gain- 
ful employ, biological necessity, jockeying for 
social reward, etc—could called play. But 
have been drawn these activities, and not others, 
because (among other reasons) they “contain,” 
“afford,” “generate” specific properties relations 


like these particular activities because they are the 
particular kinds activities they are—not because 
they reduce “play drive,” are conducive to- 
wards well-being (often they are not), 
status (some them make look quite ludi- 
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crous), virility pride (some are quite 
girlish). 

like them, then, virtue nothing? 
the contrary, like them virtue something 
far more definite, “real,” you will, than any- 
thing that could phrased the extrinsic mode. 
Each one like because specific properties 
relations immanent, intrinsic within the given ac- 
tion. better, the properties and relations are 
the “liking” (that, too, terribly promiscuous 
word). Such properties and relations any on- 
going activity are doubt dated instances as- 
pects neural process which occur each over 
family conditions. Similar properties rela- 
tions would produced (other factors constant) 
the next time engage the given activity. And 
doubt there are families activities which share 
similar properties and relations the sort 
trying describe. Thus there may certain 
consonance (by means absolute one) about 
the “play” activities that like. But more 
importantly, properties relations the same 
similar sorts may generated within activity con- 
texts that would classified ways quite other 
than play: eating, esthetic experience, sexual activi- 
ties, problem solving, etc. 

call such properties relations “value prop- 
erties,” and the (hypothetical) aspects neural 
process which generate them, “value determining 
properties.” Value value determining properties 
those which the organism abient, “negative.” 
Adience and abience organisms are controlled 
value determining properties (or extension, 
value properties) the different signs. 

can instructive consider from the point 
view just adumbrated any the types “in 
and for itself” activity which common 
gratuitously impute extrinsic, end determining 
systems with their corresponding end-states. Thus 
for instance, one can only wince the current 
tendency talk about such things “curiosity 
drives,” “exploratory drives,” “sensory drives,” 
“perceptual drives,” etc. the “activities” which 
are held “satisfy” each these “drives” (if in- 
deed they are distinct) were just much undif- 
ferentiated neutral pap that came the yard. 
inclined think that even the experimental 
monkeys who learn discrimination problems for the 
sole reward being allowed visual access their 
environments from their otherwise enclosed quar- 
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ters, are being maligned when suggested that 
what their “drive” leads them seek “visual 
stimulation.” Could not that even for the 
monkeys there are sights they might prefer not 
this may, when explanations this 
order are extended, say, visually mediated es- 
thetic activities man, the reduction pap-like 
basis particulate experiences which many hu- 
man beings attribute intense (and differentiated) 
values, can only held grotesque. 

make such points graphic and further 
clarify the notion “value properties,” may 
well take the hypothetical instance person 
looking painting. will quote passage 
(Koch, 1956) which once introduced the no- 
tion through such example. 


looks painting for five minutes, and ask, 
The grammar extrinsic determination will gen- 
erate lush supply answers. looks order satisfy 
need for aesthetic experience. looks order de- 
rive pleasure. looks because the picture happens con- 
tain Napoleon and because has strong drive domi- 
nate. looks because “paintings” are learned reducers 
anxiety. Answers this order have only two com- 
mon properties: they all refer the behavior extrinsic, 
end-determining system, they contain very little, 
any information. 


psychologically naive person who respond paint- 
ings would say that important part the story—the 
part—has been omitted. Such person would 
say that the conditions our example presuppose that 
really looking the painting painting, the paint- 
ing will produce differentiated process which cor- 
related with the act viewing. That fact that continues 
view the painting shows towards other 
ways equivalent the fact that this process occurs. 
may report this process only very general terms (“in- 
specify certain qualities the experience virtue 
which “held” the painting. 

Suppose assume that there are certain immanent 
qualities and relations within the process which are spe- 
cifically responsible for any evidence “adience” which 
displays. Call these “value-determining properties.” 
can then, with full tautological sanction, say that looks 
the painting for five minutes because produces proc- 
ess characterized certain value-determining properties. 
This statement, course, empty form—but note im- 
mediately that not necessarily more empty than calling 
say, now becomes em- 
pirical question what such value-determining proper- 
ties, intrinsic the viewing paintings, may be, either for 
for populations viewers. 

Though extraordinarily difficult answer such ques- 
tions, means impossible. The degree agree- 
ment aesthetic responsiveness and valuation among indi- 


viduals varied environmental background but 
comparable sensitivity and intelligence very remarkable 
indeed (pp. 73-74). 


becomes important now note that even 
cases where the equilibrium model seems distinctly 
fit, may still yield extraordinarily crass 
specification the activities involved and either 
overlook their subtle, and often more consequential, 
aspects, phrase them highly misleading way. 
Thus, for instance—though not have time for 
the analysis the large class activities imputed 
account which gives adequate attention the 
facts that civilized cultures cooking art 
form, and that the discriminating ingestion food 
principle why value properties (or classes thereof) 
the sort intrinsic eating processes may not 
yield increasingly accurate identification. Fur- 
ther, though should not prejudge such matters, 


possible that certain the value 


intrinsic eating processes may the same or- 
der as, some way analogous to, value proper- 
ties involved, say, visual art-produced processes. 

Because these ideas are often found difficult, let 
take the case another activity-class which can 
acceptably, but only very loosely, phrased 
language extrinsic determination: sexual activ- 
ity. this topic, the twentieth century has seen 
vast liberation curiosity, scientific and otherwise. 
Yet the textbook picture sex, human sex, 
tension relievable orgasm—a kind tickle 
mounting pain which then cataclysmically 
alleviated—is hardly ever questioned theoretical 
levels (at least academic psychology). When 
the remarkable possibility that some forms “ex- 
citement” (e.g., mounting preclimactic “tension”) 
may themselves pleasurable, and this may 
cited, say, difficulty for the drive reduction 
theory, but not for some other drive theory, say 
some form neohedonism “affective arousal,” 
which recognizes that the transition from some 
pleasure more pleasure may reinforcing. But 
our view would stress that sexual activity com- 
plex sequence with rich potential for value prop- 
erties; for ordered, creatively discoverable com- 
binations, patterns, structures value properties, 
which are immanent the detailed quiddities 
sexual action. Sexual experience, like certain other 
experiential contexts, offers potential for art and 
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artifice not unnoticed the history literature, 
fictional and confessional, but rarely even distantly 
mirrored the technical (The 
technical data language another matter, but even 
here the “fineness” the units analysis involved 
much empirical work aptly symbolized 
Kinsey’s chief dependent variable, namely the “out- 
let” and frequencies thereof.) The vast involve- 
ment with this theme private, literary, and tech- 
nical levels, has produced little towards precise 
specification experiential value properties, cer- 
tainly none particularly useful scientific levels. 
Sex, eating behavior, activities written off curi- 
osity, play, perceptual drives, creative behavior, 
etc., are contexts each with vast potential for the 
“discovery” and creative reassemblage sym- 
phonies value properties. Doubtless each such 
context offers potential for differential ranges 
value properties, but highly likely that there 
marked overlap among such ranges. Indeed, 
formal relational similarities experiences that 
“belong” quite different contexts this sort 
suggest that Nature sets fairly modest limitation 
the number “fundamental” value properties 
implicated activity. There much reason 
believe, from the protocols experientially sensi- 
tive and articulate people, well from the ob- 


servation behavior, that certain the value 


properties intrinsic such varied contexts events 
the “perception” (and directed behavior to- 
wards) picture, poem, “problem,” whether 
scientific, mathematical, personal, “puzzle” 
and for itself, are analogous order and 
some sense overlap. And have just tried 
show, reasonable believe that the so-called 
consummatory aspects hunger sex “con- 
tain” relational qualities not dissimilar some 
the value properties immanent “complex” activi- 
ties like those listed the last sentence. 

Once the detailed phenomena directed behav- 
ior are rephrased terms intrinsic value proper- 
ties, becomes possible reinspect the extrinsic 
language drives and the like, and determine what 
utility might actually contain. For some behav- 
iors clearly are brought end are otherwise 
altered consummations, and organisms clearly 
show both restless and directed activities the ab- 
sence the relevant consummatory objects. Ques- 
tions about the relations between what one might 
call extrinsic and intrinsic grammar for the opti- 
mal phrasing motivational phenomena are among 
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the most important for the future motivational 
theory. 

Whatever viable the drive language is, 
course, based the first instance “organiza- 
tions” activity sequences which converge 
common end-state. Each such organization, 
veridical, would permit differential (but overlap- 
ping) ranges value properties “come into 
play.” doubt primary organizations this 
sort, when veridical, are related deviations 
internal physiological states, the readjustments 
which play role the adaptive economy. When 
such deviations are present, probable that cer- 
tain value properties, ranges thereof, are given 
especial salience and effectiveness with respect 
the detailed moment-to-moment control directed 
behavior. That all activities, however, must 
contingent such deviation-states, the face 
seems absurd. Behavior will often directed 
value properties which have nothing with 
gross organizations this sort, and which may 
fact conflict with the adjustment the concurrent 
deviation. Much what called “learned mo- 
tivation” will consist not “modifications pri- 
mary drives”—whatever that can rather 
the building expectations and expectation- 
chains which terminate anticipated processes 
with value properties. Whatever might meant 
the learned drives would built systems 
anticipation value property constellations and 

This, however, not the place develop what- 
ever exists the more detailed aspects the for- 
mulation. The purpose was suggest line 
thought which might bring psychology into contact 
with phenomena fundamental concern both 
itself and the humanities. have established 
the barest possibility such development, that 
all could have wished. 

You will now wish from concrete illustrations 
the “value properties” which have talked about 
with such indirection. Your wish unfair. Much 
would like oblige, cannot accomplish, 
passing, what several thousand years human, hu- 
manistic, and scientific analysis has failed do. 
the case visual art-produced experience, the 
typical kinds things that the estheticians, articu- 
late artists, and art critics have been able come 
with analysis, have been such 
global discriminations harmony, symmetry, or- 
der, “significant form,” “dynamic tension,” “unity 
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variety,” the “ratio order complexity,” etc. 
“value properties” have mind far more spe- 
cific relational attributes experience. They could, 
borrow cue from Gibson, contingent upon 
subtle relational invariants arrays stimula- 
tion, distributed over space and cumulated over 


time. They are almost certainly related 


Gibson would call “high order variables stimu- 
lation” and are themselves high order relational 
variables within experience. The isolation such 
value properties will not accomplished within 
any specifiable time limit, will require learning 
use language new ways, and will require most 
all the efforts many individuals exceptional 
and specialized sensitivity significant 
experience. 

What, effect, doing merely drawing at- 
tention certain particulate phenomena which all 
“know” are there. have never directly 
set ourselves the problem isolating and precisely 
delineating such phenomena. There are many rea- 
sons for some implicit our common-sense 
conceptual categories and even the structure our 
language, and others related the fleeting charac- 
ter and extraordinary embeddedness these “phe- 
nomena” the flux our experience. have 
just. said, approach these matters, will have 
new kind specificity. will have arrive 
highly differentiated set metaphors, each 
which isomorphic with significant relational 
aspect experiential process, and learn use these 
communication among groups having relevant sen- 
sitivity, but not necessarily esoteric levels thereof. 

Such system metaphors must thus teach- 
able, and achieve this well their initial 
“isolation,” must depend all available 
edge, method, and technical lore perception psy- 


chology. technique deriving from 


psychophysical method the broadest sense must 
tapped, must knowledge and method concern- 
ing sensory mechanisms, neurophysiology per- 
ception, perceptual learning, etc. 

The great advances within psychology date— 
and these must not underestimated human- 
ists anyone else—have been the domain 
discovering the pitfalls involved any attempt 
isolate functionally significant units variables de- 
termining organismic action and experience, and 
methods for coping with, compensating for, circum- 


venting these pitfalls. the humanist complains 
that many the variables thus far isolated and 
studied psychology seem him insignificant, 
that nothing the point. Some substantial core 
the experimental analysis, statistical compensa- 
tion, environmental “input” control, and control 
measurement background variables within the 
orgenism emerging from this work has quite gen- 
eral significance for the analysis organismic sys- 
tems, whatever the “units” analysis, problems, 
hypotheses that are entertained. That the 
real contribution psychology modern culture 
—of which laymen and humanists alike have never 
been apprized. 


Recently the British physicist-novelist, 
Snow, has stirred much discussion virtue 
distinction that makes between “two 
the “scientific” and the “traditional” “literary- 
intellectual”—-which sees almost completely 
insulated one from the other and cross purposes.” 
finds this blight the world intellectually, 
but more concerned with practical conse- 
quences that may fact threaten the future the 
world, that feels that the ruling establish- 
ment, which (in England least). receives purely 
humanistic education, must become increasingly in- 
capable wise decisions without understanding 
science. His proposed solution for this—not 
unradical one for England, where the 
charm its archaic educational forms can instill 
vast defensive passions—is that the curriculum 
diversified, that science gotten into humanities 
programs, and vice versa. Snow, course, deal- 
ing with pressing practical problem and, light 
the educational traditionalism England, 
not criticized for posing limited solution. 
almost beside the point. 

fertile integration even interplay between 
science and the humanities can come about—either 
individual minds the scholarly community 
whole—merely juxtaposing scientific and 


his provocative anatomy the two cultures (Snow, 
1959), clear that the has broadly 
mind the humanistic culture, while the “scientific” 
means specifically the physicist-engineer culture. leaves 
psychology and social science out the picture and there- 
by, think, effects serious distortion. For, one the 
unique features psychology precisely that this 
area which the two cultures must contact.

humanistic subject matters the same curriculum. 


Snow, for instance, complains that literary 
gathering attended, not single individual 
proved have knowledge the second law 
thermodynamics. Had they been taught this in- 
formation Cambridge, doubt that they would 
have found particularly What 
needed not merely more joint education these 
two great divisions subject matter, but new 
and more significant mode education which will 
them such way reveal their re- 
latedness and represent human knowledge for the 
organic thing that is. 

But such proposal must remain largely empty 
until know what kind “organic thing” knowl- 
edge is, know this precisely and detail. Only 
then can the ideologies and images science and 
the humanities adjusted such way re- 
duce the arbitrary gap that still exists; only then 
could such ideologies and images find their place 
within single more inclusive organization. 
changes would course automatically reflected 
education and only then could expect see 
once more the world type individual who 
has not been with since the nineteenth century: 
the scientist-humanist (or, course, humanist- 
scientist). will not course the same such 
individual that the nineteenth century, just 
the nineteenth century version was not the same 
that the Enlightenment the Renaissance. 


will highly specialized (the present 


entiation knowledge demands this its schol- 
ars), but whether his work fails into area allo- 
cated science humanity, will have deeply 
within him sense its relations whatever areas 
are actually however they named. 
will also have sense the relatedness all in- 
quiry and not ignorant of, uninterested in, 
least few the things that exist across the 
gulf that effectively separated his recent fore- 
bears. 

But all this contingent the prior explora- 
tion relations between science and the humani- 
ties, easy task when assayed for its dimension 
away from the conference table. Returning our 
major theme, psychology which, third force, 
must take the lead. This not seen 
altruism, still less imperialism. Its subject mat- 
ter leaves choice. can only blame itself 
for having elected the empirical science 
the functioning intact organisms, including in- 
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tact human ones, all its forms. trapped. 
Even if, say, defensively held that esthetic ex- 
perience were illusory, would have prove 
this, thus study and account for esthetic experience. 


discussion value properties was but one 
illustration context which rapprochement 
with matters humanistic concern (and with hu- 
manists) could not only augment knowledge 
valuable ways, but lead surer understanding 
its organization. There are many other connec- 
tions which psychology must play important, 
not central, part getting the nature man’s 
knowledge, and thus its texture, into better focus. 
This course tantamount saying that psy- 
chology may have central help- 
ing put the ideology and image science into finer 
correspondence with its actual content. ‘should 
like mention passing one especially vital con- 
text which psychology could contribute such 
end. 

have mind the need for effective psychologi- 
cal analysis the nature language, especially 
certain the relevant problems like those defi- 
nition, meaningfulness, and meaning, which have 
too long been left the hands philosophers 
science and, some extent, linguists (which latter 
group the best knowledge seems have 
pretty much side-stepped them). The philosopher 
science regards these problems epistemol- 
ogy and treats them mainly terms that tra- 
dition. is, incidentally, growing conviction 
that many problems still allocated epistemology 
will receive little further clarification until are 
recognized for the psychological problems they are. 

The relevance questions definition and mean- 


ing the present issue this: most dichotomies 


advanced between science and the humanities de- 
pend fundamentally the assumption that they use 
“concepts” and “terms” disparate type, that they 
seek differing “explanations” (or modes thereof), 
and that they generate different modes meaning. 
this so, then adequate analysis language 
should have something say about whether and 
what extent such differences exist. one be- 
gins with the premise (which everyone admits) that 
scientific language develops specialization 
the natural language, and recognizes further that 
the natural language what humanists use when 
they use language, then psychological analysis 
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the functioning natural language could well 
instructive. 

have recently interested such matters 
and amazed what bit preliminary think- 
ing seems reveal. look the problem 
definition, for instance, psychologically, im- 
mediately see that definition, apprehended 
recipient, must result process perceptual 
learning and that what learned the discrimina- 
tion the properties, relations, system thereof, 
which the definer wishes designate the term. 

clearly means that definition, bottom, 
perceptual training process and that everything 
that know about the conditions perceptual 
training and learning must apply the analysis 
definition. Adding this few obvious circum- 
stances concerning the genesis and status words 
the natural language—circumstances that can 
inferred from study something more esoteric 
than dictionaries—quite few matters take 
new light. emerges, for instance, that contrary 
what were once told logical positivists and 
others, natural language and scientific one 
any richness can regarded organized into logi- 
cal levels such that all terms are reducible to, 
definable upon, common (and usually, the 
story goes, extremely restricted) definition base. 
the contrary, want pinpoint with 
term any reasonably subtle, embedded, delicately 
“contoured” relation property, must often, 
using verbal means definition, build our de- 
fining expression from words that are just as, 

even more, “rarified” (remote from the presump- 
tive definition base) the one issue. More- 
over, for defining abstract subtle concepts, 
ones based “new” discriminations, will have 
outside language and relate the term 
carefully controlled “perceptual display” (as 

far more often than any logical positivist, 
especially older day, would care admit. 

Such findings, they are that, are related 
others considerable variance with our lore and 
strictures concerning our own definitions psy- 
chological discourse. Thus one thing that eventu- 
ates the utter irrationality expecting that all 
terms will understood and used with equal nicety 
all people scientific field (even with 
“competent investigator” clause thrown in), de- 
pending only the adequacy the onal” 
definitions. More generally, becomes clear that 
science, the humanities, communication 


(and the first instance, observation) must de- 
pend the ability make certain specialized dis- 
criminations, which turn depends the indi- 
vidual’s learned discriminations, and 
special perceptual sensitivities. 
communication (relative given language com- 
munities) therefore achievable science 
nor the humanities, and unless want disen- 
franchise the “advance fringe” ideas the best 
minds science—at the phase when communica- 
tion can accomplished only among scattering 
individuals—we will have accept that sci- 
ence cannot principle differentiated from the 
humanities that basis. 

Considerations the order just adduced suggest 
that each field science and, course, the hu- 
manities, there will necessarily plurality 
language communities consisting each case 
individuals owning differential stocks learned 
discriminations and differentially specialized dis- 
criminative capacities. Typically there will also 
vertical stratification sublanguage communi- 
ties within the same arca given science, each 
corresponding groups individuals who have 
learned make, are capable making, dis- 
criminations different degrees fineness. Sup- 
pose call certain criterial overlap learned 
discriminations and special discriminative capaci- 
ties, among number individuals, discrimi- 
nation pool. can then say that language 
community (or subcommunity) whatever size 
characterized specified discrimination pool. 
Since psychology problems concerning any range 
human endeavor experience can the object 
study, unique feature psychology that 
must premise its research discrimination pools 
each which overlaps some definite extent with 
the discrimination pools all those widely 
ranged human areas. Thus special demand upon 
psychology that contain more widely diversi- 
fied, and probably larger, collection language 
communities than any other department 
edge currently institutionalized. Among these must 
groups individuals whose specialized percep- 
tual sensitivities overlap humanists’ each 
the areas which humanis‘ic endeavors are pur- 
not met, humanistic any import can 
done. grotesque suppose that someone to- 
tally devoid the special discriminations and sen- 
sitivities the artist could meaningful psycho- 
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logical work that field; similarly that illiter- 
ate could contribute the psychology language 
literature. 

Our brief comments language have thus 
pointed the difficulties that must overcome 
psychology move into its responsibility 
“third force.” clear that psychology needs 
many individuals having sensitivities overlapping 
with those the humanist. Yet the same indi- 
viduals must, the first instance, have the special 
aptitudes and sensitivities—whatever they be— 
which equip them for scientific modes analysis! 
For reasons foreshadowed our remarks concern- 
ing education, cannot expect them even re- 
motely adequate numbers. The absolute number 
such individuals turned out the culture 
large itself pathetically small. Such indi- 
viduals general are not attracted psychology, 
that the very sensitivities issue are what pre- 
clude their interest. 

The emergence third force can best ex- 
pected painfully slow and contingent con- 
siderable skill with the bootstrap. So-called “re- 
cruitment” philosophies which currently see the 
ideal candidate kind Ubermensch theo- 
retical physics and carpentry once, will course 
have redefined, but not derigorized. any- 
thing, the requirement will more stringent, not 
less. That such requirement will met few 
fatal objection. with all requirements, 
compromise will continue the general rule. 
greater importance that psychology 
imaged convey the need, the possibility, and 
the importance work areas humanistic im- 
port. This may bring some the individuals 
the requisite combination aptitudes, who 
now bypass because their uncongeniality to- 
wards the current image. Most important, 
must work towards those more general educational 


changes all levels which might increase the 


solute number such individuals the culture 
large. 

Feeble and gradual such “program” may 
seem, the stakes are very high. For what has 


hardly been the picture except innuendo 
far, has been the world outside the cloisters. De- 
spite the “creativity” fad, and despite the recent 
spate social criticism which has made organiza- 
tion men, lonely crowds, affluent societies, ex- 
urbanites, and their ilk seminar topics every 
shopping center, the gentle process dehumaniza- 
tion which twentieth century man has cosily 
accepted continues unabated. Indeed, the truly 
frightening fact that much the social criti- 
cism itself reproduces, second remove, the quali- 
ties the object criticized. Take the “beatnik” 
whose devastating critique inarticulate so- 
ciety form cult absolute inarticulateness. 

The reduction man his present dimension 
need not temporary. When the ability dif- 
ferentiate among experiences lost, experience 
lost. When the perception differential values 
they inhere the quiddities experience and ac- 
tion lost, then value lost. Nothing says that 
these things need return. this homogenization 
the recent images science and 
the humanities have played profound part. The 
newer outgrowths science—psychology and the 
social sciences—which, had they pursued their ap- 
propriate subject matter, could have helped resolve 
knowledge into its proper spectrum, turned away 
from that subject matter. Rejecting the first force 
from which all knowledge had germinated, they be- 
came camp followers that second force called 
“science,” least their image that force. 
Have they the courage become the third force 
that could some day cause the end armies? 
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MUST ALL TESTS VALID?

ALIDITY has long been one the ma- 

jor deities the pantheon the psycho- 

metrician. universally praised, but 
the good works done its name are remarkably 
Test validation, widely regarded 
the least satisfactory aspect test development. 
For this the blame usually placed the lack 
good criterion measures. assuage their guilt 
feelings about inadequate test validation, test con- 
structors from time time urge their colleagues 
work the criterion problem. 

the purpos: this paper develop al- 
ternative the problem, and pro- 
pose alternative solution. The basic difficulty 
validating many tests arises, believe, not from 
inadequate criteria but from logical and operational 
limitations the concept validity itself. are 
persuaded that faster progress will made toward 
better educational and psychological tests va- 
lidity given more specific and restricted 
definition than usually the case, and 
longer regarded the important qual- 
ity every mental test. 

WITH VALIDITY 
Definitions Validity 

There are least four indications that all not 
well with the concept validity applied men- 
tal tests. The first that test specialists tend 
differ their definitions the concept. Gulliksen 
(1950b) has said: “the validity test the 
correlation the test with some criterion” (p. 88). 
Cureton (1951) writes: “The validity test 
estimate the correlation between the raw test 
scores and the ‘true’ (that perfectly reliable) cri- 
terion scores” (p. 625). Lindquist (1942) sug- 
gests: “The validity test may defined 
the accuracy with which measures that which 
approaches infallibility measuring what jit pur- 
ports measure” (p. 213). 
says: ‘validity’ refer the extent which 
the measuring device useful for given purpose” 


(p. 52). Cronbach (1960b) explains: more 
fully and confidently test can interpreted, the 
greater its validity” (p. 1551). 

exact scientist would accept such diverse 
statements operationally useful definitions the 
same quantitative concept. While there obvi- 
ously some conceptual similarity there also are im- 
portant divergencies. The first specifies correla- 
tion with criterion. The second requires estima- 
tion corrected correlation coefficient. The 
third avoids statistical terms, stressing accuracy 
relation the user’s intent. The fourth makes va- 
lidity mean utility. The fifth relates inter- 
pretability test scores. 

meaning common all the various definitions 
test validity, which the foregoing only sam- 
ple. Such conceptual definition, even could 
formulated satisfactorily, would probably too 
abstract contribute significantly more effective 
test validation. What the test developer needs 
operational definition. 

Further, the generality some these defini- 
tions suggests the minds their authors 
test validity almost synonymous with test value. 
But validity does mean value, then reliability, 
convenience use, adequacy norms, and even 
the availability alternate forms become aspects 
validity, and are left without term for 
what Gulliksen and Cureton mean validity. 
Using the same term for variety concepts 
leads serious semantic confusions and pro- 
cedural pitfalls well. 


Types Validity 


closely related indication with the 
concept validity seen the diverse forms 
must assume fit different situations. The APA 
(1954) and the AERA (1955) Technical Recom- 
mendations mention four types validity: con- 
tent, predictive, concurrent, and construct. Two 
these, content and construct, have little com- 
mon with the other two, with each other. Anas- 
tasi (1954) discusses face validity, and factorial 
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if 


validity addition content validity, and vari- 
ous types empirical validity. Gulliksen (1950a) 
has discussed intrinsic validity, and Mosier (1947) 


analyzed face validity into validity assumption, 


validity definition, the appearance validity, 
validity hypothesis. 

Again may said truly that these types va- 
lidity have some common conceptual elements, but 
the differences are striking. encompass all the 
diverse varieties validity requires extremely 
loose and general definition the basic 
validity. easy agree with Guilford (1956) 
that “The question validity has many facets and 
requires clear thinking not confused 
them.” Perhaps one could farther and suggest 
that even clear thinking the frame reference 
the present conceptual structure validity may 
not lead common understanding single con- 
cept, nor effective operational use it. Perhaps 
what really need not clearer thinking about 
validity, but rather more concrete and realistic 
conception the compiex qualities which make 


test good. 


Evidence Validity 


third indication that all not with va- 
lidity found this strange paradox. While al- 
most every test specialist agrees that validity the 
most important quality mental test, almost all 
them lament the general inadequacy test vali- 
dation. Nearly years ago, the early years 
objective testing, Ruch (1933) made this comment: 


There are use today least one thousand different edu- 
cational and mental tests. Convincing critical and sta- 
tistical data the validity, reliability, and norms these 
measures are available probably less than per cent 
the cases. 


One might reasonably expect that the situation 
would have improved the intervening years, but 
this seems not have happened. spaced 
sample reviews tests the Fifth Mental 
Measurements Yearbook (Buros, 1959) only one 
was found which the reviewer judged the evi- 
dence validity adequate. Ten tests were 
criticized for lack evidence validity. Nine 
reviewers made comment about the validation 
the tests they reviewed. This itself sur- 
prising, validity indeed the most important 
quality any mental test. 

Some years ago, Cameron one his 
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Ford Evening Hour commentaries observed 
that when someone tries job the wrong way, 
nature often teaches him his error refusing 
let the job done. Our failure demonstrate 
consistently that our tests possess the quality 
value above all others may mean that have used 
the wrong approach trying gain evidence it. 


Validity Essential 


fourth suggestion that something may wrong 
with the mental tester’s concept validity that 
corresponding problems validation seem al- 
most nonexistent the realm physical measure- 
ments. Norman Campbell (1957), Bridg- 
man (1927), and others have written extensively 
the measurement physical properties, but one 
searches vain through their writings for dis- 
cussion the validity physical measurements. 
They show much concern for operational definitions 
quantitative concepts, for limitations the 
measurability certain properties, and for accu- 
racy measurement. But the question the 
validity measuring procedure seems arise 
only incidentally and indirectly. For some proper- 
ties, such the hardness solids the viscosity 
fluids, different methods measurement yield 
results. But modern physical scien- 
tists seem never ask which the methods 
measurement the more valid. One moved 
wonder why this difference between mental and 
physical measurement. possible that have 
fallen into trap our own devising when find 
difficult validate our mental tests? Have 
we, Berkeley’s words, “first dust and 
then complained that cannot see?” 

Refinements the measurement distance—by 
the interferometer—or the measurement time 
—by the atom clock—are not justified the basis 
superior validity, that is, closer approxima- 
tions the measurement true distance true 
time. They are regarded rather improvements 
because they permit reproducible measurement 
smaller fractions existing units measurement, 
which say that they are justified basis 
superior reliability. 

When shortcut substitute for some more elabo- 
rate standard method measurement proposed, 
the question the validity the substitute method 
does arise with logical legitimacy. such situa- 
tion the concept validity simple, and the mean- 
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ing the term clear. will argue for retain- 
ing this concept validity and restricting the 
term this concept. But ask about the validity 
the basic method measurement, which pro- 
vides the operational definition the thing being 
measured, would seem most physical scientists

Scientific Adequacy 


These observations suggest that the concept 
validity itself may weak scientifically. Most 
the definitions validity can shown de- 
rived from the basic notion that validity the de- 
gree which test measures what supposed 
measure. But how does one know what test 
supposed measure? superficial level, 
perhaps, may suggested the test title— 
academic aptitude, mathematics achievement, so- 
cial studies background, for example—but these 


are means definitive. 


Does the criterion tell what the test sup- 
posed measure? might criteria were given 
us. Usually they are not. They have 
devised, often after the test itself was constructed. 
Toops (1944) has said: 


Possibly much time should spent devising the cri- 
terion constructing and perfecting the test. This im- 
portant part research seldom receives half the time 
attention requires deserves. the criterion slighted 
the time spent the tests is, much, largely wasted. 


The ease with which test developers can in- 


duced accept criterion measures quantitative 


data having the slightest appearance relevance 
the trait being measured one the scandals 
psychometry. borrow figure speech from 
Thorndike (1922), they will use the loudness the 
thunder criterion for their measurements 
the voltage the lightning. those rare 
cases where criterion measures have been painstak- 
ingly devised, the validity the test not deter- 
mined unless the validity the criterion has been 
established. This requires criterion for the other 
criterion, and infinitum. can pursue 
such infinite regress until are weary without 
finding self-sufficient foundation for claim that 
the test valid. unhappy fact that the 
general conceptual definition validity provides 
firm basis for operational definitions validity. 


Philosophic Adequacy 


The concept validity also weak philosophi- 
cally. reflects belief the existence quanti- 
fiable human characteristics, such intelligence 
skill arithmetic, independent ‘any operations 
used measure it. Philosophers call this point 
view realism but most them now agree that 
not very realistic. One major con- 
tributions was point out that the concept time 
scientifically meaningless until the clocks used 
measure have been described. Henry 
Kaiser (1960) said his review measurement 
book recently: 


Chapter repeatedly exhibits the philosophically naive faith 
that there “exists” “actual” “true” scale for 
ticular phenomenon; the seems assume 
absolute truth inherent nature which went out 
style the nineteenth century. 


This naive faith the pre-existence quantity 
measured basic the general conception 
validity. 

You may recall the story the three baseball 
umpires who were discussing their modes opera- 
tion and defending their integrity umpires. 
call see ’em,” said, the first. The second 
replied, call they are.” The third said, 
“What call makes what they are.” 
philosophical terms, the first was empiricist; the 
second, realist; and the third, positivist. 
should like see test developers less individu- 
alistic their positivism than baseball umpires are 
times, but think they should positivists 
rather than realists. Neither strike baseball 
nor scholastic aptitude testing useful concept 
until has been defined operational terms. 

Many those concerned with mental measure- 
ments however, persist being philosophical re- 
alists. They tend endow abstractions with real 
existence. They think real trait which “un- 
derlies” test score, and which meaningfully 
there even though their best efforts measure 
will never more than approximations. They 
think intelligence really existing independent 
any operational definition such those pro- 
vided the Binet, the Kuhlman Anderson, the 
Wechsler. They seek use tests discover what 
critical thinking creativity really are instead 
using the tests define what they mean when they 
use such terms. They have not yet learned that 
realistic philosophy productive mainly verbal 
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discourse, and that must shunned mental 
measurement 

directly and hence undefinable operationally, 
small wonder that have trouble validating our 
tests. Only are willing accept some actual 
test, other actual method obtaining criterion 
measures, basic (if somewhat arbitrary) op- 
erational definition the thing wish meas- 
ure, and only have some other test measure- 
ment procedure that wish check against this 
standard, find the concept test validity 
useful. Further, the test propose use pro- 
vides itself the best available operational defini- 
tion, the concept validity does not apply. 
basic definition needs clearly meaningful, but 
does not need be, and indeed cannot 
validated. 

One the by-products the realistic philosophy 
mistrust appearances and reverence for the 
concealed reality. What test test item really 
warn ourselves, may quite different 
from what appears measure. But how per- 
son can possibly determine what really measures 
without observing something that appears 
méasure never clearly explained. Those who 
analyze batteries tests determine the “under- 
lying” factors trust appearances what test 
measuring very little, but even they fall back 
appearances when they must name the factors dis- 
covered provide verbal descriptions them. 

The source our concern over the deceitfulriess 
appearances probably that what test appears 
measure sometimes seems different dif- 
ferent observers when viewed different light. 
resolve not trust any appearances all 
the problem vanishes, but does our confidence 
the test (and probably our sanity well). bet- 
ter course action seek understand why 
the appearances were not consistent, and find 
interpretation which makes them consistent. 

Mistrust appearances, turn, leads one 
seek completely empirical and deductive procedures 
test validation. But completely empirical vali- 
dation seldom possible. Strictly speaking 
impossible principle. cannot escape judg- 
ment regarding the choice criterion, nor can 
escape appearances observations) get- 
ting criterion data. avoid infinite regress 
criterion validations one must stop somewhere and

accept proclaim arbitrary definition the 
thing measured. Unfortunately this seldom 
done. What happens more often that accept 
highly questionable criteria, obtain discouragingly 
low correlations, and finally give the whole thing 
bad job. 


Overgeneralization Validity 

third possible explanation for difficulty with 
validity that the concept too broad. 
made synonymous with value, utility, mean- 
ing, made apply all mental tests in- 
cluding those used describe persons control 
educational processes well those used pre- 
dict future achievement, must obviously have 
many different meanings. Now the trouble with 
using the same term mean variety different 
things that the meanings tend get tangled 
with each other. When the word used one 
particular sense, connotations appropriate its 
use other senses tend hover about and sug- 
gest irrelevant procedures. 

the case the term validity, tend always 
expect evidence the form validity coeffi- 
cient even though such coefficients are 
appropriate only tests used convenient opera- 
tional substitutes for more tedious, somewhat 
more precise, standard measurement procedures. 
But when tests are used describe educational 
achievement, assist the control the edu- 
cational process, validity coefficients usually are 
quite irrelevant. The fact that they are not natu- 
rally relevant these situations may account for 
some the difficulty encounter trying ob- 
tain data from which calculate them. The ob- 
vious natural criteria need simply not exist 
the real world, and must conjured from 
the realm abstract ideals. Perhaps this why 
evidence for the validity educational tests 
often inadequate and unsatisfactory. Perhaps the 
notion correlating test scores with criterion scores 
obtain basic index test quality has been 
overgeneralized. Perhaps have often sought 
use situations where does not logically apply. 

may even that some us, unconsciously 
perhaps, are glad honor with our words pro- 
cedure test validation which has limited appli- 
cability practice. doing exhibit our 
good intentions. the procedure will not work 
the absence good criterion, and good cri- 
terion unavailable, are excused from further 
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effort demonstrate test quality. also have, 
the well recognized shortcomings available cri- 
teria, convenient scapegoat for the lack good 
evidence test quality. may often con- 
venient sweep the problem test validation un- 
der the rug inadequate unavailable criteria, 
especially when promise ourselves and others 
work get better criteria when can find the 
CRITERION 

this point may appropriate ask what, 
after all, the difference between test scores and 
criterion measures? the difference one sub- 
stance only one function? the case 
predictive validity the distinction fairly clear. 
Test scores come first. Criterion measures are ob- 
tained later. the case concurrent validity the 
distinction gets blurred. One distinction suggested 


frequent practice, that criterion 


should ratings based direct observations 
behavior under presumably natural conditions. This 
would serve distinguish them from test scores, 
which are almost always based assessments 
output under carefully controlled and hence some- 
what artificial conditions. But ratings based 
direct observations behavior have serious and 
well known psychometric shortcomings. This limits 
their value criteria. 

Indeed the limitation may more serious than 
commonly realized. Though has often been 
done, makes little sense judge the accuracy 
with which test does the job supposed 
checking the scores yields against those ob- 
tained from less accurate measuring procedure. 
new method measurement involves better 
(and hence different) definition the trait 
measured, obviously makes sense judge its 
quality the basis degree agreement with in- 


ferior measures. the new method does not in- 


volve better definition, but only more precise ob- 

does make sense require that the 
new with the old far their respective 
reliabilities will permit, but this case hard 
see the old, inferior measure standard 
criterion for the quality the new. the 
criterion standard for judging the ac- 
curacy the scores from the test, should always 
exemplify measurement procedure clearly superior 
more relevant and precise than) that em- 
bodied the test. 


theory this could provide useful distinction 
between test scores and criterion measures. 
practice seldom does. usually happens 
that the test developer pours all the skill, all the 
energy, and all the time has into the process 
making outstanding test. has none left over 
spend obtaining measurements “clearly su- 
perior” those his test will yield, and under the 
circumstances would have stomach for the task 
anyway. Small wonder that many good tests 
unvalidated pocrly validated conventional 
psychometric standards. 


Predictive Validity 


Predictive validity has léng been recognized 
one the standard types, not the standard type 
validity. Cronbach (1960a, pp. Mosier 
(1951, pp. and others have developed 
the idea that the purpose all measurement pre- 
There special sense which this 
true, though the surveyor the analytic chemist 
might surprised find himself the same oc- 
cupational class the weather forecaster. Perhaps 


the statement “All measurement for prediction” 


belongs the same category the statement “All 
education guidance” even “All flesh grass.” 
There degree truth such statements, but 
they are taken too literally they can seriously 
misleading. the predictive function measure- 
ment regarded the sole function, leads the 
highly questionable conclusion that the best way 
judge the quality measurement something 
determine how accurately predicts 
else. 

Why should the quality Test measure 
Trait judged how well predicts Trait 
reasonable judge the quality barometer 
solely, even mainly, the accuracy the 
weather forecasts which are made with its help? 
consider the matter another way, rea- 
sonable suppose that Test should itself 
good measure Trait when Test consists 
verbal analogies, problems, etc., while 
Trait ultimately measured grades assigned 
variety teachers courses from Art 

Scores Test may indeed related meas- 
ures Trait and the size the correlation may 
indicate, part, how useful Test for par- 
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ticular task selection. But loose logic in- 
volved that correlation used measure 
academic aptitude test does not purport 
measure academic success. should not claim 
more than part the job predicting academic 
success. 
Specificity Validity 

Validity, test theorists agree, specific—specific 
given group individuals tested, the treat- 
ment given them, and given purpose for test- 
ing (or given criterion). Anyone who uses 
published test almost certain give dif- 
ferent group than the one which was validated. 
For any user’s group the test may more less 


valid than was for the test author’s tryout group. 


Quite possibly the user may even have somewhat 
different purpose for testing than the test author 
had mind. His criterion may different. Again 
this means that the test may more less valid 
than the author reported. Under these 
how can author possibly publish fully ade- 
quate data validity? The best can 
report validity under certain clearly specified and 
carefully restricted conditions use. For the ma- 
jority possible uses test, validation becomes 
inevitably the test user. There 
thus element unfairness the common 
complaint that test publishers fail provide ade- 
quate data validity. 


ALTERNATIVES 
and Validity 


Whether not you are prepared agree that 
validity has serious shortcomings the primary 
basis for judging test quality, you may now in- 
terested what alternatives might proposed 
replace it. What basis for judging test quality 
would better than validity? defini- 
tion cited earlier, may provide clue. said: 
“The raore fully and confidently test can in- 
the greater its validity.” The inter- 
test score depends its meaning- 
would suggest that meaningfulness re- 
place validity the usual lists major desirable 
characteristics measuring instrument. Before 
this suggestion laughed out hearing, consider 
what implies. 

One, but only one, the kinds information 


that help make test scores meaningful the re- 
lation those scores other measures the same 
persons. When tests are used predict, when 
they are used convenient substitutes for more 
exact but more laborious measurement procedures, 
validity coefficients expressing the relation between 
test scores and criterion measures may the most 
essential basis for meaning. Hence are pro- 
posing that either the term the concept va- 
lidity abolished but only that they restricted 
situations which independent criterion meas- 
ures are feasible and necessary. 

Relationships test scores other measures can 
also add meaning the test scores even when the 
other measures not constitute legitimate criteria. 
When test used battery, knowledge in- 
tercorrelations among the scores adds the mean- 
ingfulness the scores from each test. Such in- 
tercorrelations show how much the various tests 
measure common, and how much independent 
information they provide. Campbell and Fiske 
(1959) have suggested special technique for using 
this kind information. From “multitrait- 
multimethod matrix” intercorrelations they se- 
cure data which base “convergent and dis- 
criminant” test validation. Construct validation 
also depends relations between measures vari- 
ous kinds, but thus far has been more direct 
interest and value the psychological theorist than 
the psychometrist. 

Unless measure related other measures 
scientifically and operationally sterile. The va- 
lidity fallacy arises from the assumption that the 
relation the measure one single other measure 
(the criterion) all important. The concept 
construct validity has helped break down this 
unfortunate stereotype. 

Operational Definitions. What the other kinds 
information that help make test scores meaning- 
Most important all, scientifically, de- 
scription the operations used obtain the scores. 
Operational definitions have always been basic 
the meaning measurements length, mass, time, 
and other physical quantities. Such 
definitions should basic mental measuremeats 
well. They would be, persuaded, had 
not been misled overgeneralized concept 
predictive validity. 

Operational definitions some kinds test 
scores, such speed scores typewriting, ability 
scores spelling, vocabulary knowledge scores, 
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are not particularly difficult formulate. For 
other test scores, the problems seem more formi- 
dable. must acknowledge that the excellence 
many current tests has resulted more from the 
skilled intuitions the test constructor than from 
preconceived excellence design, recorded truly 
controlling test specifications. But there ap- 
parent reason why adequate operational defini- 
tion the score from any test should impos- 
sible. Such definition obviously must cover the 
critical procedures test construction, test ad- 
ministration, and scoring. The development, 
use, and publication such operational definitions 
would, persuaded, not only make the test 
scores more meaningful, but would lead rapidly 
the production better tests. 

Reliability and Norms. There are two other 
types information which contribute substantially 
the meaningfulness test scores. These have 
with the reliability the scores and with the 
norms performance for representative groups 


examinees. completely unreliable score com- 


pletely meaningless. perfectly reliable test score 
almost certainly meaningful, though may not 
particularly significant useful. 

The importance norms making test scores 
meaningful requires defense here. the case 
most educational they are highly useful. 
few special cases they may unimportant 
even irrelevant. 


Importance and Convenience 


The stress have placed meaningfulness 
test scores, subordinating validity, reliability, and 
norms it, does not mean that can regarded 
the sole basis for judging the quality mental 
test. There are two other very important elements. 
One the importance (usefulness basis for 
effective satisfying behavior) the knowledge 
abilities required The other the 
convenience the test The many factors 
which contribute the test have 
been well outlined numerous authors. 

measurement can completely meaningful 
and still completely useless. For example, the 
number of. hairs person’s head opera- 


tionally definable measurement. can related 


other measurements person such his age 
his could estimate its reliability and 
get norms for it. But would far 
know, almost useless measurement, one little 


importance. Quite properly think, critics 
current educational tests are much concerned 
with the importance what the test measuring 
they are with the meaningfulness the scores 
with the convenience the test use. 


may helpful now summarize outline 
form the characteristics which regard deter- 
mining the quality mental test measurement 
procedure. They are:

Must all tests valid? the term “valid” 
not made synonymous with the term “good,” 
validity clearly defined concept which can 
quantified finding the correlation between test 
scores and measures, then the answer 
clearly “no,” the basis the dis- 
cussed this paper. 

These views may wrong. so, and the 
current conception validity philosophically 
sound and operationally ‘useful, let the name 
intellectual honesty, support this claim with 
some good solid jevidence. The time long past 
for lame apologies and prolix rationalization fail- 
ure demonstrate that good tests have the quality 
have said more important than any other. 
Perhaps should recognize the age-old alterna- 
tives far validity concerned. Either put 
the evidence withdraw the claim. view 
that general, have not and will not able 
put satisfactory evidence. the other hand 
should not stop being concerned about test 
quality. What proposed here that stop 
beating our heads against stone wall and step 
back look for way over around it. There 
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one, think, and this article has attempted 
elucidate it. 

Having followed the argument thus far some will 
say: “You still want valid tests. All you have done 
propose different term, meaningfulness, 
replace validity.” This surely not what have 
been trying do. hope that your time has not 
been wasted reading one side purely lexical 
debate. hope that these efforts may contribute 
the adoption more appropriate and produc- 
tive procedure than validation has been for deter- 
the quality test.

SELECTION GRADUATE STUDENTS

psychology, many departments put consider- 
able weight aptitude measures such the 

Miller Analogies Test (MAT), the Verbal and 
Quantitative aptitude scores the Graduate Rec- 
ord Examination (GRE), and achievement meas- 
ures such undergraduate grade point average 
(GPA) and the GRE advanced test psychology. 
The assumption underlying the use these selec- 
tion devices that they bear predictive relation- 
ship the criteria success graduate school 
such GPA, prelim. examinations, and faculty rat- 
ings students. This assumption has been tested 
number studies, and generally the correla- 
tions have been statistically significant though pre- 
dictively weak from practical standpoint. 

the case the MAT, correlations with faculty 
ratings ability and graduate GPA vary from .16 
(Cureton, Cureton, Bishop, 1949; Kelly 
Fiske, 1951; Watters Patterson, 1953). The 
more specific the criteria—e.g., research compe- 
tence, clinical skills, grades certain types 
courses—the lower the correlations have been (Hy- 
man, 1957; Jensen, 1953; Platz, McClintock, 
Katz, 1959; Watters Patterson, 1953). 

few studies have been made determine the 
effectiveness the undergraduate GPA pre- 
dictor success graduate work. For instance, 
Jensen (1953) compared undergraduate GPA with 
battery tests and concluded that undergradu- 
ate grades have weaker predictive power. an- 
other investigation (Platz al., 1959), undergradu- 
ate GPA math-science courses correlated .42 
with graduate GPA. However, did not cor- 
relate significantly, the correlation was sig- 
nificant was below with prelims. and faculty 
ratings students’ potential professional and scien- 
tific contribution. The undergraduate GPA 
psychology courses was found the weakest 
predictor, while GPA math-science courses cor- 
related best with the criteria.

PROCEDURE 


The sample was comprised students who entered 
the graduate program the University Florida between 
1955 and 1959.

Two students were excluded from the study because there 
was record their GRE scores. 

the first analysis, the GRE Verbal and Quantitative 
scores well the average the two were correlated 
with faculty ratings the students. the second analy- 
sis, faculty ratings were correlated with the GPA during 
the last years undergraduate study, GPA math- 
science courses, and GPA psychology courses. 

Faculty ratings were obtained follows. Nine the 
full-time faculty were asked rate each student his 
ability obtain PhD, and indicate the degree 
familiarity with each student. Two staff members ac- 
quainted with the GRE scores the students were ex- 
cluded from the sample raters. Each the nine staff 
members was given the following instruction sheet.

RESULTS AND 


Tabulation ratings given each student each 
professor for each familiarity level indicated that 
would unwise carry out separate analyses for 
each familiarity level.

breakdown GRE scores into five 
and ratings into seven levels showed that stu- 
dent with GRE 655 above (highest level) 
had rating below 3.3 (upper limit the middle 
rating level), student with GRE above 600 
(two highest levels) fell the lowest rating level, 
nor did any student with GRE below 590 (upper 
limit the middle GRE level) achieve the highest 
rating level. 

Further analysis the data suggested that those 
students the lower GRE levels (below 550) com- 
pensate for this, since proportionately more them 
had high and mid-range ratings than did those 
the 550-590 GRE levels. The students with low 
GRE scores would have had have high under- 
graduate GPAs have been admitted graduate 
study, and therefore they are probably not typical 
students with low GRE scores. 

Pearson product-moment correlations between 
mean academic ratings and GRE-V, GRE-Q, and 
GRE scores were computed and the results are 
presented Table The correlation between 
academic ratings and was .20, which 
not significant the .05 level. The correlation be- 
tween ratings and scores was .27, which ap- 
proaches the .05 level significance. The correla- 
tion between ratings and GRE was .29, which 
significant the level.

Two rather basic questions raised the results 
are why the correlations were not higher, and why 
the correlations were significant all. The answer 
the first question has with factors such 
the relative homogeneity the sample, fallibility 
the predictors well the criterion measure, 
and the fact that selection standards based the 
predictor variables tend remove some the ef- 
fect these variables the criterion (Fricke, 
1956). 

With respect the second question, significant 
correlations would expected because evaluating 
standing easier than predicting success 
failure graduate school, evaluating general 
intellectual status somewhat more objective than 
evaluating variable such emotional maturity, 
and selection based the predictor variables does 
not entirely eliminate the effect these variables 
the criterion. 


The results were consistent with the findings 
previous studies. That is, the correlation between 
the mean GRE score the major predictor, and 
faculty ratings criterion success graduate 
school, was statistically significant though predic- 
tively weak from practical standpoint. Under- 
graduate GPA math-science courses was also sig- 
nificantly related success the graduate pro- 
gram psychology. The two predictors, GRE and 
GPA, were related only insofar the GRE Verbal 
score correlated significantly with GPA psychol- 
ogy.

Consulting Firms’ Responsibilities 
for Publication 


While the theme and conclusions French’s article, 
Firm Responsibility Reporting Test 
Validation Studies” (Amer. Psychologist, 1961, 16, 
are most some the data 
reported are open question. addition, there are 
questions concerning reasons fer the “why not” 
publishing validation studies that merit being raised.

This number cautiously large [the number test valida- 
tion studies reported management consulting firms 
the nine publications between 1949 and 1959], because some 
studies were counted which were not strictly validation 
studies, normative studies which not compare test 
scores with some criterion success (p. 146). 


not clear whether all NDIE reports appearing 
Personnel Psychology between 1949 and 1959 were 
counted, whether some arbitrary decision was made 
include some and exclude others. personally had 
published some VIE and NDIE reports Personnel 
Psychology well other validation articles between 
1949 and 1959 during affiliation with Dunlap and 
Associates, Inc. Yet only nine studies are listed 
Table French’s article. This would suggest that 
conclusions may unnecessarily harsh terms con- 
sulting firms’ efforts. 

note also that couple contributions the 
Sales Aptitude Testing Corporation, four from Murray 
Placement and Counseling Services, and one from the 
Illinois Institute Technology are not included 
Table These appeared Personnel Psychology, one 
the journals from which data were compiled. 

The manner French’s presentation data and his 
discussion are terms the “management consulting 
firm,” the organization rather than the individual. Yet 
suspect that more individual than firm 
reporting, usually the case. While the consulting 
group with which was affiliated for just about all 
the years which French reports grew 
point having almost 100 professionals the staff, 
for virtually the entire part that time was the only 
one concerned with such psychometric data. what 
extent does this situation obtain other management 
consulting firms? the firm the individual who 
carries the responsibility, blamed, receives the 
credit? 

publisher and distributor psychological tests 
had for many years encouraged purchasers through 
personal correspondence and photo offset form 


supply their raw normative and data. Five 
thousand such pieces were forwarded period 
about years. Only three (!) responses were teceived. 
offered compile such data our expense, and 
supply the results the supplier; required 
nothing the data suppiier; offered professional 
assistance without fee. Why few takers? Perhaps 
some colleagues who are more expert than 
the field motivation can answer. 

One very recent experience may particular 
interest. major insurance firm tested over 17,000 
applicants with one the tests have published. 
number other tests were also administered part 
the study. Six samples were drawn from the total 
group. Six studies were completed. every one 
them own instrument yielded the highest validity 
coefficients. Quite naturally interested seeing 
this rather extensive and well done piece research 
published. The researchers’ reply inquiry con- 
cerning publication reads part: “Right now 
not have any plans for publication—we have discussed 
the thought passing but have made definite plans.” 
reply request, was given permission 
quote results. for one interested how such 
potentially valuable data can get into the literature. 
seems quite probable that many quarter 
million applicants for positions insurance agent 
are tested annually this country. How does the 
ethic calling for publication such research get im- 
plemented? 

French offers seven possible reasons for the “why 
not” publishing validation data. His first reason, 
“he busy earning living,” does not seem very ac- 
ceptable for justification, although can hardly argue 
with valid diagnosis and oft-used rationalization. 
His second reason, “jeopardize his relationship with his 
client,” must questioned. never encountered this 
problem during the past years working 
psychologist own feeling that 
enhancement the relationships occurred rather than 
jeopardizing. Where anonymity called for, this was 
easily achieved. The interested reader (and the 
squeamish consultant) will find various VIE and NDIE 
contributions reading leading tobacco manufacturing 
and distributing organization,” major electrical and 
electronics firm,” etc. With such anonymity the 
“embarrassment” referred Reason should hardly 
accepted justifiable for the nonpublisher. Because 
the item “Firm” VIE contributions was never clearly 
defined referring the author’s affiliation 
the firm which the data were collected, few

While these indeed may the dynamics, can pos- 
sibly justified ethically? ethical carry 
exclusive psychometric instrument the point 
where one holds that “You cannot use this test except 
though the benefit training—which will cost you 
$1000.00”? 

The fifth reason deals with “unethical competition” 
“significant danger,” the consultant may see it. 
How could consultant justify not publishing this 
basis? Will the incompetent person better 
worse position ply his incompetent wares result 
research publication? remember that someone 
once said: “You know the truth, and the truth 
shall set free.” 

The sixth reason might well serve handy ra- 
tionalization for many: “he may feel that brief report- 
ing may misleading.” 

The last the reasons reads: may the 
most critical reason, there appear few journals 
interested reporting test validation studies.” 
own experience this annoyingly, sadly, completely 
true. The situation has become poorer rather than 
better with the elimination NDIE. Part the 
problem brought into focus Gekoski’s experiences. 
Psychology’s editors (Personnel Psychol., 
1960, 13) called for potential contributors normative 
data contact Gekoski now that NDIE was laid 
rest. Gekoski had hoped continue such publications 
independent venture. the recent EPA meet- 
ings Philadelphia Gekoski informed that had 
received exactly one (!) letter. 

This would certainly suggest that our colleagues are 
not especially interested. The fact that the journals 
not encourage, and often refuse validation articles 
another facet the problem. Officially the profes- 
sion calls for the publication such data. are 
do. But the journals not offer support. have 
personally, with permission, reproduced over 40,000 
copies research articles which are distributed free 
our test purchasing customers. personal offer 
compile validation and fiormative data relating 
any tests publish stands. Come all faithful and 
ethical! easy criticize, and often justified 
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and helpful. What are 20,000 colleagues willing 
about it?

Not 
once does Pettigrew mention the concept social power 
and the emotion fear. The concept power 
applies racial relations ignored. Segregation 
occurs power relationship based the domination 
and exploitation socially powerless group. 

believe that any one concept such conformity 
the crux the matter dangerous oversimplifica- 
tion. The function segregation for the social system 
whole must considered terms the con- 
ceptual systems available from all the behavioral 
sciences. 

His description how hierarchy individual 
values may involved predicting behavior pro- 
vocative. This contradicts his overemphasis the 
Scale major significance. The Scale not 
magic wand can blind the social scientist from 
seeing the realities work. 

Pettigrew implicitly assumes that desegregation 
only problem changing white attitudes. More than 
anything else Negro problem that must solved 
the impetus the Negro people. comment was 
made about the Psychology Negroes under segrega- 
tion. Why have not more Negroes taken militant 
action? Can explain the success Martin Luther 
King and offer help the development Negro 
leadership? 

Pettigrew confuses the definition attitude 
lessly. Krech and Crutchfield, many years ago, 
entiated attitudes from beliefs and the func- 
tions each. cannot see the theoretical practical 
value his redefining the concept attitude. 

His description anti-Semitism the South far 
from adequate. Pettigrew might find relationship 
between number Jews area and the extent 
anti-Semitic attitudes.

Psychotherapy and Magic 


his study Trobriand society, Malinowski (in 
Needham’s Science, Religion, and Reality) spent 
some time musing the intertwined relationship 
magic and science. noted that areas where 
native science was relatively complete little magic was 
involved. areas where danger and ignorance pre- 
vailed magical elements predominated. gives 
example from fishing. The Trobriander indulges two 
types fishing: one, lagoon fishing, safe and easy; 
the other, deep sea fishing, dangerous and uncertain. 
Malinowski observed follows: 


While the villages the inner lagoon fishing done 
easy and absolutely reliable manner the method 
poisoning, yielding abundant results without danger and 
uncertainty, there are the shores the open sea danger- 
ous modes fishing and also certain types which the 
yield varies according whether shoals fish appear 
beforehand not. most significant that the 
lagoon fishing, where man can rely completely upon his 
knowledge and skill, magic does not exist, while the 
open sea fishing, full danger and uncertainty, there 
extensive magical ritual secure safety and good results. 


The thesis interested exploring here the 
extent which the practice psychotherapy places 
stress upon its practitioners similar those experi- 
enced the native fisherman, and the extent which 
such stresses give rise magical thinking. not 
speaking here much the personal problems shared 
therapists with the rest humanity, but the 
pressures inherent the job itself. feeling 
that such pressures are influencing current psychothera- 
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peutic theory—perhaps more than desirable. They 
should, therefore, 

Most people would like feel that what they are 
doing worthwhile. Results are nice see. The 
craftsman who builds house, the engineer who designs 
bridge, the writer who turns out book, the lawyer 
who wins case: all these men can point their 
the psychotherapist.

imagine all practicing therapists have their irra- 
tional fetishes; they explain their failures and their 
successes somewhat magical terms.

The 
countertransference was not fully understood; some 
detail was overlooked. Moreover, the error may have 
been unconscious, but can presumed from its 
effects, and renewed self-analysis can probably bring 
light. Other therapists reject one loyalty only 
become attached another. They are faddists, re- 
peatedly seizing one panacea after another. Hypnosis, 
group therapy, existentialism, exhortation, orgone ther- 
apy; all have their day. the fishing 
analogy, one native has success his fishing after 
painting his canoe blue, the other villagers will 
likewise. 

Now, while such activities are consoling and for that 
matter, fun, they may actuaily retard the progress 
raticnal science indulged too freely. 
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Contrary what the pessimists seem say, would 
guess know quite bit more about therapy than 
admit one sense, yet know lot less than some- 
Returning the Trobrianders, Malinowski tells 
that they are not devoid scientific knowledge and, 
furthermore, can use along with and parallel their 
magic. 
technology, and certain principles stability 
hydrodynamics function company and close association 
with magic, yet each uncontaminated the other. They 
have, fact, whole system principles sailing em- 
bodied complex and rich terminology, traditionally 
handed on, and obeyed rationally and consistently 
modern science modern sailors. How could they sail 
otherwise under eminently dangerous conditions their 
frail, primitive craft?

Similarly, the good therapist, analyst, counselor 
seems able plot his way through moderately 
rough water and give fair, rational explanation 
how did it. For example, the trained clinician, like 
the savage navigator, can size the weather pretty 
well. knows that working with the average 
“symptom neurotic” that the forecast good. Chances 
are the patient will improve. The character disorder 
common our day (Freud’s “neurosis 
harder but possible. Individuals with predominantly 
psychopathic personalities—alcoholics, perverts—are al- 
most impossible help very much. are psychotics. 
Such classifications are not hard make, and most 
good clinicians can arrive them quite quickly and 
quite accurately aided such tests the MMPI 
the Rorschach. 

Once the therapeutic situation under way, some 
general principles are also quite well established. The 
Trobriander may chat with his but still fishes 
near some rocks and not others. The same true 
day-to-day clinical practice. 

For example, generally well established while 
therapy that patient may develop feelings and 
ideas which considers shameful frightening 
destructive his self-esteem. Rather than reveal 
such thoughts, engages maneuvers designed 
keep such matters from being seen himself 
his therapist. Characteristically, forgets appoint- 
ments, finds reasons for not appearing, develops psycho- 
somatic symptoms, talks irrelevant matters, blushes, 
etc. 

impression that all competent therapists are 
cognizant such devices and react them just 
good fishermen react swirls and discolorations the 
water. They are aware psychic forces lying outside 


the patient’s awareness and watch see how such 
forces affect the behavior and conscious thoughts. Clues 
the origin such forces based upon past inter- 
personal experiences along with answers why they 
are handled specific way usually emerge from the 
patient’s talk. The more competent the therapist the 
quicker catches such signs, but the principle 
remains the same. 

course, how conceptualizes the problem will 
somewhat with his background. Freudians will 
likely see edipal elements the material elicited 
the questions: fears revealing trains thought 
which are hostile the therapist, latent incestuous 
fantasies, etc. might concentrate the 
rivalry aspects: wishes defeat the analyst con- 
cealing information from him. Sullivanians might see 
the threat the Self-Image, and other therapists might 
see other aspects. Ideas about when and how com- 
such information patient vary from 
therapist therapist and school school. 

But spite theoretical differences about which 
aspect single out (and even members the same 
“school” rarely agree entirely this point), some 


extent the form quality (gestalt whatever) the 


situation, plus experience probably restrict what and 
can done more than always admitted. 

Since success psychotherapy not always the 
order the day, but uncertainty and anxiety are very 
much so, would venture guess that the psycho- 
logical relation between the therapist and his theory 
fairly complex. one and the same time, may 
serve the triple functions chart, fetish, and also 
provide the opportunity for expressing unconscious 
transference elements. 

The simplest and most rational interaction between 
therapist and theory that between the mariner and 
his chart. Through the theory the therapist given 
rough picture what expect while voyaging 
through the patient’s psyche. Like the sailor, will 
remember that some signs mean trouble, some not; 
see particular landmark and that does not, 
either not where thinks is, the chart 
wrong. Both hypotheses have tested somehow. 
the night dark and the sound breakers may 
what done. Such likewise the therapist’s 
position. 

Under such stress, might expected that non- 
rational elements will drift into the picture. The 
therapist may curse his theory and throw overboard 
may cling spite the realization that 
manifestly wrong. this point, theory 
longer simply the best available chart; magic 
talisman comparable the fetish the savage. 
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alternately worshipped punished with all the ambi- 
valence which men exhibit towards magic symbol. 

the relationship between psychotherapist and 
theory, yet another complication exists involving feel- 
ings extant between the therapist and the theoretician 
who devised the theory. Such “transferences” are 
clearly seen the history the psychoanalytic move- 
ment. Many the quarrels between Freud and his 
followers over theory seem pretty thin veils con- 
cealing jealousies over which sibling “would first 
the kingdom heaven” who would outdo the master. 
That human nature should itself psycho- 
analytic circles more than that should 
reveal itself any other place. 

The point here that when such conflicts are exces- 
sively strong they will distort the vision the therapist 
his practical work. should not forgotten that 
the patient the “proving ground” which through 
which the theory vindicated disproved. other 
words, may used the conflict between the 
therapist and his mentor. 

For example, very subservient Freud 
may feel the patient’s failure confirm Freudian 
theory attack upon Freud himself. The 
therapist may feel that unless the patient has relived 
his castration complex achieved full orgiastic potency, 
the therapy has failed and that this failure back 
Freud, Freud’s theory, the therapist himself. 
result this frustration, the therapist may 
provoked into making sadistically slanted interpreta- 
tions. 

course, this hypothetcial case, the subservience 
the therapist may point concealed hostilities 
towards Freud and suggest that himself may, 
deeper level, wish the therapy fail order get 
back Freud. any case, the patient will caught 
web irrational feelings causing the therapy 
sour. Situations where the revolt the therapist 
against Freud quite open will frequently have the 
same result. The patient expected prove Freud 
wrong and the pressure again. have used Freud 
the example here since, because his pre-eminence 
and temperament, easy identify him with the 
patriarchal law giver, the Moses, the father figure. But 
the same kind phenomenon exists whether the 
theorist’s name Harry Stack Sullivan Carl Rogers. 

will necessary for its practitioners divest 
themselves the idea that they possess panacea 
the world’s ills. Many psychic disorders are beyond our 
present abilities cure. Character disorders with very 
pronounced acting-out mechanisms coupled with good 
rationalizing and projective systems are example. 
Such people not seem too difficult understand, but 
establishing good therapeutic relationship with them 
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quasi-impossible. Research such area needed. 
But cures are not expected. 

the other hand, the “classic” anxiety neurotic goes 
responding well psychotherapy even always 
has. Such cases are frequently gratifying work with, 
and the therapist wants feel rewarded 
his patients begin lead more satisfactory lives, 
can gain his rewards from such these. 

The ideal temperament for the psychotherapist 
behave rationally his work involves the ability 
reject the magic which the uncertainties his task 
and the demands his patients throw upon him; 
flexible enough change his views when the need 
clearly indicated, but not weathervane; and 
happy enough his extratherapeutic 
life accept failures part the day’s work.

Standard Too High? 


The Board Trustees ABEPP com- 
mended for their report “The Meaning the ABEPP 
Diploma” the March 1961 issue the American 
Psychologist. This latest report represents the con- 
tinuing effort ABEPP check and improve their 
standards examination, and communicate directly 
the profession order secure useful feedback 
from psychologists. the present report the board 
points out that perhaps the most serious criticism 
“the ABEPP process has not caught hold [italics 
added].” 

one the early (1951) successful ABEPP ex- 
aminees, have been consistently concerned and critical 
(in constructive fashion) the examination pro- 
cedures, for like many other “younger” psychologists, 
share the board’s concern about the substantial number 
qualified psychologists who have not applied for 
the diploma. Though many significant improvements 
have been made the examination procedures during 
the past few years, feel that further revision our 
standards necessary the present time. 

see it, the total number 348 candidates suc- 
cessfully completing the examination process over 
period years since the board began the examina- 
tion procedures suggest partially the answer the 
question why the ABEPP process has not caught 
hold. The answer the problem relates directly 
the very high standards examinations which ABEPP 
has set the past. reason that “if all the candi- 
dates had been passed during the past ten years, the 
total number Diplomas would not increased sub- 
stantially,” does not come grips with the underlying 
problem why has there been relative paucity 
applicants for the diploma. The answer this problem 
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paucity applicants for examination may due 
the fact that many psychologists have been reluctant 
the examination process because they 
perceived the standards unrealistically difficult and 
the consequences failure too costly. 

have had number colleagues communicate their 
concern about the consequences failing the exam, 
and have shared with some their feelings trauma 
following the exam. Frankly feel that examination 
which creates much fear, emotional concern, and 
distress amongst who have clearly demon- 
strated their professional competence probably geared 
unrealistically high level. not implying that 
lower our standards drastically, but suggesting 
that the board should continue their efforts make 
the examination more realistic, less difficult, and less 
time consuming. 

The suggested procedures the board for populariz- 
ing and increasing substantially the number candi- 
dates for the Diploma are certainly worthwhile. Never- 
theless, submit that the real obstacle overcome 
the overly compulsive standards that initially set 
and the consequent apprehensiveness and fear these 
examinations the part professional psychologists.

structure can easily bypassed, every psychologist 
should alarmed.

PROFESSIONAL LIABILITY FOR COMMUNITY CLINICS 


CHARLES TAFFEL 
Palm Beach County Guidance Center, Florida 


Psychologist May 1960 describes the neces- 

sity for professional liability insurance for com- 
munity clinics Minnesota. The main point this 
communication was that nonmedical personnel the 
not likely fully covered under policy 
issued psychiatrist. was also mentioned that 
board members who are responsible for formulating 
policies could conceivably exposed position. 
This, however, was not considered too likely. 

The pattern community clinics functioning the 
dual basis subsidy and private control 
lay board directors one that becoming 
increasingly this country. This has the 
advantage insuring some measure constant 
financial support and sufficient identification with 
local community that the community clinic 
responsive local needs. view the fact that 
many these clinics also receive fees and contribu- 
itons they have tended incorporate themselves 
nonprofit agencies. 

This brings light some legal questions that have not 
yet, far know, either been clearly posed ade- 
quately resolved. Under the doctrine governmental 
immunity, units which are arms government are 
traditionally accorded immunity from suit connection 
with tort actions. The question arises whether agencies 
such community clinics which. though incorporated 
nonprofit organization are affiliated with arm 
the state, such as, State Board Health, many 
community clinics are Florida, share this immunity 
virtue this affiliation. The question also arises 
whether members the board directors who serve 
advisory and/or policy making status share the 
immunity exists. 

With view toward protection all members 
the staff and the Board Directors, the writer investi- 
gated this problem the Palm Beach 
County Guidance Center. Beach County 
Guidance Center corporation. has 
the usual corporate offices and Directors 
not more than persons. These offices are filled 
citizens the county. Thé Board Directors 
responsible for setting the policy the Palm Beach 
County Guidance Center. occupies wing the 
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Palm Beach County Health and Welfare Building. 
has full time paid staff consisting 
director, psychologist, and psychiatric social workers. 
There also two part-time consulting psychiatrists 
who are paid for their services. Fifty-five percent 
the budget furnished the State Board Health, 


33% the County Palm Beach, and the 


Board Public Instruction Palm Beach County. 
The remaining derived from fees for services 
and fees are based ability pay. The greatest 
percentage patients seen pay fees. 

The situation was explained and presented Harry 
Johnston, County Attorney Palm Beach County, 
who felt that answer the question liability 
would depend the determination whether 
not the services rendered the Guidance Center are 
governmental scope, and its officers and employees 
are therefore protected governmental immunity from 
the functions are proprietary scope 
and the officers, board members, and clinic staffs are 
exposed liability. addressed this question 
Richard Ervin, Attorney General the State 
Florida. The opinion the Attorney General 
reproduced below:

Article III, Section 22, Florida Constitution. provides: 
“provision may made general law for bringing suit 
against the State all liabilities now existing here- 
after originating.” keeping with this provision, has 
been held that immunity the State from suit absolute 
and unqualified. Hampton State Board Education 
Florida, Fla. 88, 105 So. 323, ALR. 1456; 
Southern Drainage District State, Fla. 672, 112 So. 
Any waiver the state’s immunity from suit 
recognized the Constitution distinct subject 
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legislation. State rel Davis Love, Fla. 333, 126 So. 
374. See also Buck McLean, 115 So. 764, and Smith 
Duval County Welfare Board, 118 So. and 
cases cited therein. 

light the holdings the above cases, would 
appear that the answer your question turns upon the 
determination whether the Palm Beach County Guidance 
Center is, matter law, state county govern- 
mental agency distinguished from non-governmental 
agency performing function which might considered 
governmental nature. gather from your letter 
inquiry that the Palm Beach Guidance Center non- 
profit corporation established under the non-profit corpo- 
ration laws this state. this so, difficult 
consider such organization arm the Sovereign, 
even though its function may parallel function performed 
governmental agencies. Thus, have serious doubt 
that the affirmative defense sovereign immunity would 
available the Palm Beach County Guidance Center, 
its officers employees action sounding tort 
brought against the Center, its officers employees.

the professional person. Thus, though one might

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agency, the staff member would still some measure 
liable. would seem that the only realistic alterna- 
tive the securing adequate insurance coverage. 
Wayne Yaeger, Director the Bureau Mental 
Health, the Florida State Board Health, has 
suggested the possibility that those community clinics 
affiliated with state agencies might some time 
able avail themselves state supported malpractice 
insurance. This, course, would welcome solution 
but does not solve the immediate problem. 

There was some question whether appropriate 
policy that would insure staff and officers the Palm 
Beach County Guidance Center would available 
rate which small community clinic could afford. 
has come our attention that there broad form 
comprehensive hospital liability policy available which 
can apply clinics. The policy covers the professional 
staff, whether practicing behalf the clinic 
privately and would also provide coverage for the clinic 
separate legal entity, thereby protecting the Board 
Directors, singularly collectively. The premium 
based the area building buildings involved, 
plus charge per 100 outpatients, plus charge for 
each physician, psychologist, and social worker. This 
type coverage that not necessarily solicited 
insurance companies because requires detailed 
inspection and completion detailed application. 

The above described policy somewhat more ex- 
tensive its coverage than the Bureau Standard 
Policy for Professional Malpractice liability. The es- 
sential difference that the standard policy can 
described “named perils policy” and the other 
“all risks liability policy.” other words, the 
standard policy specifically names the exposure which 
the named assured has protection. Whereas the com- 
prehensive hospital liability policy does not limit the 
coverage certain specifically named exposures. 

would seem that community clinics are desirous 
retaining their governmental affiliation association 
with lay community control, they would 
feel that this governmental affiliation automatically pro- 
tects them from the possibility liability suits. 
agree that this organizational pattern one that has 
value, and for one, feel that does, then would 
wise for clinics and their boards carefully investi- 
gate the means which they can provide full protec- 
tion their professional staff and lay officers.

“tabu panel,” but with the understanding, one 
member’s personal request, that one report would 
not broadcast. 

Unknown the Pressroom, Time magazine, 
having received advance releases and programs, was 
even then touch with Charles Kelley, for his 
report psychological factors myopia (Time, 
September 8).

Dozens phone calls and messages were 
made each day, and some 200 psychologists an- 
swered preconvention letters convention-sent 
blackboard notes warning: “Dr. Smith wanted for 
interview Post Room 103.” 

The three phones often were all use simul- 
taneously. Room service was minutes behind 
schedule. The and Newsweek began raining 
the first four reporters each would send. Pack- 
ages the full texts began chunking like Christ- 
mas.

Sometimes the Pressroom fairly quiet APA 
day. rise late, and even take long 
morning walk through city streets empty that one 
eerily reminded the Beach.

But this convention’s topology was peculiar; 
flying through was like going through hurri- 
cane which did not have inner “eye” quiet.

Now with the Berlin crisis becoming more crucial 
every moment, with Paul Nitze saying that the 
next days might decide the fate mankind for 
100 years, the images which Russians and Ameri- 
cans have each other were acute interest. 

White was quite reluctant make his paper 
available for the Pressroom, but eventually did so, 
after being assured that was APA policy that all 
meetings and all discussions considered open. 
also seemed wise, since the press was already ask- 
ing for the paper, arrange meeting which 
could talk White before writing their 

When appeared that the Times and Herald 
Tribune were interested, seemed would fair, 
and prudent because would fair, phone 
other places, such the almost-dormant offices 
the wire services, Sunday, alert them 
that information for Tuesday could 
secured. 


Thus the gentle White found, the wire serv- 
ices came life, that had tremendous audi- 
ence—the alone goes more than 1,000 news- 
papers—for what had originally hoped say 
quietly his agency, and his colleagues.

sure come off all right, but one can hardly 
believe the moment. 

One who has been privy these inner councils 
the Board Directors comes away with the 
quiet satisfaction having seen psychologists 
note give conscientious account their stew- 
ardship. have desire curtsy before this 
dozen colleagues, and they least all expect it. 
But have heard them debate with vigor and 
candor not only the course psychology and the 
Association but likewise the suggestion contained 
letter from some little-known APA member 
somewhere out there who probably doubted ‘his 
message would get more than perfunctory reading. 

Psychologists are less impressed doting than

gists might say it). This time turns out that 
the agenda (and attachments) sent the Council 
Representatives preparation for its Annual 
Business Meeting register just short pounds. 
gild the lily, two supplementary agenda 
manage come into being the course the 
meetings. Winding its way through the 
reports from boards, committees, divisions, and 
individuals, Council manages during two feverish 
days quaff brew which triple distilled, hav- 
ing filtered from committees through their respective 
boards the Board Directors. 

hear tell that visitors the Capitol galleries 
sometimes home with horrendous stories con- 
gressmen reading newspapers, senators filibuster- 
ing about zoysia grass, and both occasion in- 
dulging their oratory before near-empty chambers. 
The validity such impressions leave others; 
can, however, vouch for the fact that visitor 
our own Council meetings (where all are welcome) 
would needs carry less unflattering tale his con- 
stituents back home.

the Board Directors and endorsed Council), 
wit:

important, therefore, that they representative psy- 
chology and psychologists. 


Apparently the P&PB views state associations 
neither hotbeds sedition nor hot-heads clini- 
cians. any rate, the same board recommended 
likewise (and its sentiments were again endorsed 
Council) that psychologists encouraged 
join least one division, with APA making the 
mechanics applying for such membership sim- 
ple possible.

The Board Directors had earlier concurred 
the recommendation BPA that the American 
Board for Psychological Services encouraged 
dissolve corporate entity May 31, 1961. 

Authorization was given the APA Executive 
Officer seek financial support for the conference 
proposed the BPA task force study and im- 
prove interaction between psychology and educa- 
tion. 

The controversial insurance action taken last 
year Council the recommendation BPA 
concurred the Board Directors (American 
Psychologist, Volume 15, 762) was this time re- 
scinded lieu adopting amplified statement 
prepared BPA its spring meeting. The Board 
Directors reported meanwhile that had in- 
structed the APA Executive Officer continue ef- 
forts (already under way) extend the APA Major 
Medical Insurance Program include outpatient 
services rendered psychologists. 

BPA, turn, was instructed continue its in- 
vestigation the insurance problem, indeed 
has been doing through its hoc committee under 
the chairmanship Joseph Weitz, assisted com- 
mittee members George Copple, Bertram Pollens, 
William Schofield, and Rogers Wright. Due 
cognizance being taken the expansion the 
number people being covered insurance pro- 
grams well the tendency insurance com- 
panies restrict coverage for outpatient services 
the mental health area. 

The Board Directors recommended and 
Council approved the continued participation 
the APA the proposed organization scientific 
societies allied medicine, the APA Executive Of- 
ficer being asked propose for the approval the 
Board Directors such financial support more 
definite plan warrants. 

Council noted that BPA had proceeded with 
the appointment hoc committee study 
problems confidentiality involved the com- 
munication information contained school rec- 
ords. The hoc committee was instructed 
concern itself originally with the immediate issues 
arising where administrative rulings require that 
psychological data contained school 
divulged request. its instructions, the 
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hoc committee was further encouraged re- 
view the specific problems against the broader back- 
ground the image tests and testers, realistic 
appreciation the limitations psychological in- 
struments, current practices the communication 
clinical data, and related considerations such 
privileged communication provisions laws.
